One was given by Mrs. Robert Stobo, 
as a memorial to her lats husband, who 
was Junior Warden and a lifelong friend 
of the parish. Tha other is the gift of 
Mr. Stobo's sister, Mrs. K. C. Veit. 


The liriit represents the visit of the 


Saviour to the house of Mury and 
Martha. Jesus is represented as heated. 
Martha is standing before him, but 
with the appearance of being occupied 
with her household cures, while Mary 
sits low at his feet, regarding him in- 
tently. 


The second represents >he scene at 


the 
tomb after 
the 
resurrection of 


Christ. The Angi-1 of the Resurrection 
is sitting on a rock by tho open door of 
tho sepulchre, which is empty. 
The 


two Marya are questioning him. One 
Uneela at hia feet, looking np; the other 
Ktamls near by. I'he angel has one 
hand pointing into the tomb, while the 
other is pointed upward. It is the 
scene where he tells them: "Ye seek 
Jesus of Nazareth, who was crucilicd. 
He is men; Ke is nut here." 


The windows are real works of art. 


The figures are well diawn and natural. 
The coloring is very rich and handled 
with flue effect. 
They arc a great addi- 


tiou to tlas church, ami are windows of 
which any parish uaightbeproud. 
Thfy 


are of domestic design and manufacture, 
and as handsome and artistic as the 
imported work. 


The rector of St. Paul's, Rev. Mr. 


Jcuvey, had the optioa of ordeiiug them 
abroad and was advised to do so, but 
ha told a News reporter he believed in 
patronizing home iudustry aud art and 
assisting in developing home genius aud 
talent. 
He had the windows mada by 


J. & R. Lamb, ot Naw York, and in 
more thau satisfied with the result or 
his ohoife. 


A fe\v.\ea:s ago such handsome win- 


dows would have been out of place iu 
St. Paul's. At any rate they would 
have Deen impossibilities, for the church 
was poor and thr interior cold and bar- 
ren looking. 
Now all this has changed. 


Since Mr. Oenvay became its rector he 
has infused new life into the parisl-, 
Its progress and development have been 
wonderful. 


Within the past eighteen inoalhs the 


interior of tho church hos undergone a 
transformation. It bus been hand- 
somely 
ceiled in black-walnut and 


southern pine, 
and 
newly 
frescoHd 


throughout. A rectory has been built 
aud completely furnished by members 
of the parish, and there have just been 
completed thirty-two new pews, for 
which there was ample room, and u 
handsome black-walnut vestibule with 
cathedral glass 
windows. 
What is 


better still, She church has not run into 
debt for these improvements. They 
are all paid for. Tho money was nearly 
all forthcoming in each case almost as 
soon as the need of it wits made known. 
The improvements in the interior of the 
church have cost $2,175. 


Of courae this meana that the parish 


has been growing in every way. The 
need for the new pews teatiliea to the 
increased attendance. 
Now all the old 


pews lire rented and several of the new 
pews have been in demand for some 
time. They will be used the first time 
on Chnstmas Day. From being very 
poor the church is now in good financial 
circumstances. It receipts are consid- 
erably in excess of the expenses. 


But the energetic rector will not rest 


on these fruits of his labors. 
He is de- 


termined to do all in his power to hasten 
tiie time when the church building shall 
ba completed according to the oiigiual 
plans. 
He wonts the older members 


who stood by St. Paul's through years of 
struggle to see the first design carried 
oat. 
The western end of the building 


was only temporarily finished. While 
tha rest of the edifice is of stone the 
western end is of wood. The church is 
to be extended in that direction iwent}'- 
tive feel and a rscess chancel and choir 
to be built.
